With Syria claiming thatthe refugee problem is "nonexistent," claims from most of the Middle 
Eastern countries rebut the Syrian attempts for any further involvement from other countries. 
The majority of the refugees have fled for shelter in Lebanon, causing conflicts within the 
country. 


The UN estimates that 100,000+ Syrians have been killed. 2+ million people have fled Syria, 
where about 75% of the refugees are women and children.

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Government Shutdown 


_October 1-16 


The government shutdown was the result of a disagreement 
between the House of Represenatives and the Senate. The 
purpose of Congress is to pass bills that are able to fund the 
government. If laws are not passed, then most functions of 
the government come to a halt. The discussion of the 
spending bill was the primary reason that brought the 
government shutdown into play. House of Represenatives 
did not want the spending bill to include funds for 
Obamacare, thus the shutdown began. 


Quick Note: 
Throughout the history of 
the US government, the 
longest shutdown was 
from December of 1995 to 
January of 1996, (21 Days) 
during Bill Clinton's 
presidency. 


The problem with Obamacare was that it is not tied to the 
spending bill, but rather if was used as a "baragaining chip" 
as some might call. Many senators had objected to 
Obamacare, mostly the Republican side. 


Obamacare requires all Americans to have health 
insurance. Some claim that this would hurt employers 
and amounts to overreach by federal government. 
some defend that the law will widen access to heath 
care and help close in rising coverage cosis. 
Obamacare would prevent pre-existing medical 
conditions to be denied health insurance. 


Effects of the Shutdown 
-Appoximately 800,000 federal employees were furloughed (could not come to work) and 
about another million were required to report to work without any specifed pay dates. 
(police , security, etc.) 
-The longer a government shutdown lasts, the more it would cost on the government. 


-According to Brian Kessler, economist with Moody's Analytics, "the total economic impact 
is likely to be at least 10 times greater than the simple calculation of lost wages of federal 
workers...estimates that a three-to-four week shutdown would cost the economy around 


$55 billion."

ObamacCare 

On March 23, 2010, President Obama signed the Patient Protection and Affordable 
p. Care Act into law, and it went into effect at the end of 2013. This 2,409-page law 
- makes quality healthcare affordable for all Americans (including those with 
é. preexisting Conditions), covers public programs (like Medicare), improves healthcare 
efficiency, reduces fraud, and provides access to care and generic drugs. It most 
notably launched the Heathcare.gov webisite: a U.S. government healthcare 
exchange created under the provisions of ObamacCare for residents of the 36 states 
| that didn't create their own state healthcare exchanges. At its rollout, it was famously 
full of programming bugs, but everything runs smoothly now. 

ObamacCare has pros and cons: Healthcare.gov's launch was complicated,

Pope Francis 


Pope Francis became the first Jesuit pope on March 13,2013, following Pope Benedict 
XVI, who resigned after almost 8 years on February 11, 2013. Pope Francis is the 266th 
Pope of the Catholic Church, having been elected Bishop of Rome and Sovereign 
of the Vatican City State. His full name is Jorge Mario Bergoglio, and he is from Buenos 
Aires, Argentina. So far, he has been a breath of fresh air, participating in the central 
conversations of our time about wealth, poverty, justice, modernity, globalization, 
gender roles, the nature of marriage, and the temptations of power. He ditched the 
traditional red shoes, the Papal limousine, andthe gold cross. Instead, he wears simple 
black shoes, rides in a normal car, and carries a silver cross. He washed the feet of a 
Muslim woman, kissed the face of a disfigured man, and worked with the poor daily. 
There are rumors of him venturing into the night to pray with the homeless. Outspoken iJ 
about economic inequality and his seemingly-positive view of LGBT communities, he 
stirred up much-needed controversy and was voted Time Magazine's "Person of the 
og Year." He will surely continue to surprise us alll.

Twitter's IPO 

Twitter's IPO on November 7, 2013 was the tech industry's most closely watched 
IPO since Facebook's rocky debut in 2012. At$26 a share, the company’s value 
was placed at $18.34 billion, and its stocks soared to close almost 73% above 
their offering price in their first day in the New York Stock Exchange. Twitter's 
stock has since grown more than 150% from its initial public offering price, with 
share prices over $60. Twitter co-founder Evan Williams, owner of the largest 
stake i in the company, reaped the most rewards from the IPO launch, raking 
vin about $1 billion. Twitter's success can be credited to the NYSE’s ability to 
control the IPO and Facebook’s mistakes. Twitter benefitted from Facebook’s 
-tocky start, swerving many of the technical obstacles Facebook faced after its 
IPO flop in 2012. The company has since introduced new features for users, as 
well as new programs designed to help advertisers reach targeted audiences 
and to demonstrate the effectiveness of Twitter ads.

~ Will Tumblr make Yahoo cool? Marissa Mayer, CEO of Yahoo, bought Tumblr, a popular 


’ blogging site, for $1.1 billion. The deal was the largest of a social networking company 
in years, topping Facebook's $1 billion purchase of Instagram in 2012. Mayer wanted 


® | to breathe new life into Yahoo and face stiff competition from Google, Facebook, and 


AOL by tapping into the younger online users at Tumblr. Although Tumblr has over 100 
million blogs on its site reaching over 174 million people around the world, there is a 
concern: can Yahoo make money off of Tumblr? Tumblr's profits are dwarfed by Yahoo's, 
whose revenue was $5 billion and profit was $825 million in 2012. Tumblr used $25 million 
in 2012, and struggled to raise more funds. Advertising would've created more profits, 
but David Karp, Tumblr's CEO, was opposed fo it. Tumblr’s users worried about ads 
interfering with their blogs after the deal: Tumblr isnt built for the Yahoo display, and no 
one was sure if it could be changed to contain ads and maintain Tumblr-ness.

Diana Nyad Swims for World Record and Sandy Victims 


On September 2, 2013, 64-year-old Diana Nyad became the first 
person to swim from Havana, Cuba to Key West, Florida without a 
protective cage. This 103-mile trip took her 53 hoursto complete, swimming 
among large sharks and poisonous box jellyfish. Nyad, who tried to swim 
the Florida Strait four times prior to her September success, said after her 
final swim, "| have three messages. One is we should never, ever give up. 
Two is you never are too old to chase your dreams. Three is it looks like a 
solitary sport, but ittakes ateam." Her incredible summer accomplishment 
has inspired hundreds to follow their dreams. 

On October 8th, 5 weeks after her Cuba-to-Florida swim, Nyad 
completed a 48-hour swim for Hurricane Sandy recovery in New York City. 
Hurricane Sandy caused $70 billion in damage and destroyed 12,500 
homes in New Jersey alone. Swimming with her were hurricane victims, 
New York police and firefighters, Richard Simmons (fitness star), and Ryan 
Lochte (Olympic medalist).

Public opinion in Russia is one of the most hostile 
toward homosexuality in the world, and intolerance has 
been rising. A federal law passed on July 30, 2013 bans 
the "promotion of homosexuality to minors," which makes 
it illegal to hold any gay pride events, soeak defensively 
about gay rights, or say that LGBT and heterosexual 
relationships and are the same. Since the passage of this 
law, the media has reported the arrests of gay rights 
activists as well as many incidents of homophobia-driven 
hate crimes. Many LGBT athletes who are going to the 
sochi Olympics will highlight Russia's anti-gay 
Propaganda laws in hopes of making a change. 

Zimbabwe's president, Robert Mugabe, the man 
who was internationally convicted for rigging votes atthe 
last national election in 2008, made vicious threats 
against LGBT people and compared them to 'pigs and 
dogs’: “lam despised in some parts of the world because 
| said gays and lesbians are worse than pigs and dogs 
because these animals know their mates. We cannot 
allow our children to be worse than wild animals.”

The Boston mayoral election of 2013 occurred on Tuesday, November 5, 2013, | 
between state representative Marty Walsh and city councilor John R. Connolly. 
Mayor Thomas Menino had declined to run for re-election to a sixth term. Walsh 
won with 51.55% of the votes. : 

Over the past years, Marty has established himself as a leader on creating © 
and protecting jobs, and growing the economy. He helped give districts more 
tools to negotiate savings on health insurance benefits while protecting the rights 
of hardworking people to receive the decent pay and benefits they earned. He © 
also supports better schools, gay marriage, and substance abuse prevention. 
Walsh campaigned on the promise to keep Boston running 24/7, including 
extending the hours of operation of the MBTA into the night so that people who ~ 
run later shifts can get fo work more easily. 


Whitey Bugler, Convicted At Last 


James “Whitey” Bulger started his life of crime asa 14-year-old:hewasarrested — 
for larceny, forgery, assault and battery, and armed robbery, and he served five 


years in a juvenile reformatory. His crirnes only escalated from there, and he & Ye 


became a dominant figure in South Boston’s organized crime scene. By 1995, 
Bulgers name had landed a spot on the FBI's “Ten Most Wanted Fugitives” list. 
He was finally captured in California in 2011, facing charges for 19 murders, 
money laundering, extortion, and drug-dealing. On August 12, 2013, after a two- 
month trial, Bulger was found guilty of federal racketeering, extortion, conspiracy, 
and 11 murders. On November 13, 2013, he was given two life sentences as well 
as five years in prison. 
With Bulger in custody, Boston can sleep safely once more. 


William Camuti Durnps Body in Lincoln 


On July 16, William Camuti of Sudbury asked to meet Stephen Rakes at a 
McDonald's in Waltham to discuss his business. When they met in his car, Camuti 
gave Rakes potassium cyanide-laced coffee. He then dumped Rakes’ body in — 
the woods off of Mill St. in Lincoln, where it was discovered on July 17 by ajogger. 
Prosecutors said that Camuti was in debt to Rakes, and that he did not know why 
he committed the crime. There is soeculation that Rakes’ murder was connected 
to Whitey Bulger, who extorted a South Boston liquor store from Rakes at gunpoint 
in 1984, Rakes had waited for years to testify at Bulger’s trial, which was ongoing 
when his body was found. However, prosecutors said that Camuti acted alone, 
stopping at various places on Route 2A before dumping Rakes’ body on Mill St. 
He was accused on Oct. 3 of attempted murder, misleading police, and unlawful 
disposition of human remains after attempting suicide and admitting tothe crime.
